The  financial  transactions  for  the  State  Water  Conservation-Planning  Board  are 
covered  in  the  following  report  for  the  period  July  1,  1963  to  and  including 
June  30,  1964.   Project  expenditures  are  given  for  this  fiscal  period  and  also 
shown  is  the  Board's  present  investment  in  each  project. 

The  total  gross  expenditures  for  the  period  amounted  to  $327,024.25  compared  with 
disbursements  of  $398,887.50  for  the  previous  year.   Of  this  amount  the  sum  of 
$54,244.03  was  disbursed  in  the  interest  of  the  Planning  Board  and  for  the  Water 
Conservation  Board  program  $272,780.22.   There  were  no  unpaid  claims  of  record  but 
there  were  encumbered  by  purchase  orders  funds  amounting  to  $233.14.
